A frightened farmer James Elli­ 
ott, saw the flames lighting his 
window. In his night clothing Elli­ 
ott ran out to a low bridge about

Gunnoe s blazing body hanging from 
a tree. 
Tells State Pollee 
He hurried four miles to Ripley 
to tell state police a Negro had 
been hanged. 
Troopers discovered 
later, however, a tag identifying 
Gunnoe as a white man and fore­ 
man of the Jackson chulan conser­ 
vation corps camp some miles from 
Ripley. 
Roy Bradley, superintendent of 
the camp, confirmed the identity 
shortly afterward. 
"The flames were up around the 
neck when I got there,” said Elli­ 
ott in describing the scene. “The 
body was so badly burned it could 
not be recognized. 
‘ Either oil or gasoline had been 
poured over the clothing and set 
afire. 
"The light was the first tning 
that aroused me. I never heard any
